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Residents complain bridge

A group of 60 to 70 residents, 
most from the Butters Row area, 
crammed town hall Monday to tell 
Wilmington officials the closing of 
the Burlington Avenue bridge to 
two-way traffic has created a 
hazard to public safety. In addition, 
they urged state and local officials 
to work together to install a tem- 
porary bridge at town center in 
order to relieve traffic on back 
roads, 

Spokesman Maurcen Rounds told 
the board of selectmen three of the 
biggest safety issues to her neigh- 
bors is an alleged lack of fire pro- 
tection since fire engines are pre- 
vented from crossing the Bur- 
lington Avenue bridge, the non- 


redevelopment authority's pro- 
posal of a temporary bridge. 

"I'm trying to bring this to a 

ion," Miceli said, adding that

"Time is of the essence. We're 
talking about human life," noted 
Butters Row homeowner Phil Fen- 
ton as he urged officials to find a 
quick solution before children are 
let out for summer vacation. 

Bernard McMahon reminded re- 


sidents that many of them were 
present at a state public hearing 
where, at their insistence, the town 
turned down a plan to replace the 
Butters Row bridge with a wider, 
safer structure. He suggested that 
bridge now be taken down and a 
grade crossing be used temporarily 
until a new bridge is installed. 
Selectmen told the residents they 
would formulate a strategy for 
solving many of the problems 
brought up. They said they would 
dis he option of a temporary 
bridge at their next meeting April 
17 after hearing back from Miceli.

roads. Rounds also requested other 
immediate action like fixing the 
mirrors on the Butters Row 
bridge. This was agreed to by the 
board, 

A representative from 
Sweetheart Plastics said his 
company offered to house a fire 
truck on company property and 
find office space for two or three 
firefighters for emergencies on the 
other side of the bridge. Though 
residents urged the town to take 
Sweetheart up on its offer, the fire 
chief said keeping the truck outside 
in cold weather could pose 
problems. A better solution, he 
said, was to make Butters Row one 
way. The police chief as well as the 
majority of residents didn't agree 

Local businessman John Forrest 
claimed more drivers will be using 
Butters Row as a detour, with 
traffic improvements slated for 
Aldrich Road. He said the only al- 
ternative left to the town was to 
push for a temporary or Bailey 
Bridge next to the Burlington Ave- 
nue bridge. 

In a letter received Monday, 
District Engineer Peter Donohue 
said the state Department of Public 
Works has no intention of 
installing a temporary bridge at the 
intersection because there would be 
problems with an "extreme" grade 
coming from Rt.38. Rep. James 
Miceli said that the state told him 
there would be clearance problems 
with such a bridge. 

Miceli explained he was planning

The Wilmington Board of Select- 
men opened the warrant Monday 
night and plan to close it this 
Friday. According to Town Mana- 
ger Buzz Stapezynski, no rezoning 
articles may be submitted because 
of the tight timeframe for the 
planning board to advertise and 
hold a public hearing. 
The articles on the warrant, to 
date, deal with the following: 
- A transfer of money to the

deficit.

Redevelopment Authority could 
lose town center project

Despite an opinion by Town 
Counsel Alan Altman that the town 
"docs not have the power to 
transfer funds" from the redeve- 
lopment authority's account nor to 
dissolve the WRA, Wilmington 
selectmen backed an article to 
rescind a unanimous vote giving 
the WRA authority over the town 
center project. In addition, at the 
direction of the selectmen, Altman 
plans to add broad language to the 
article to "request" a transfer of 
WRA funds.to the town 

At Monday's meeting of their 
board, selectmen voted unanimous- 
ly to place an article on next 
month's special town meeting war- 
rant to rescind a vote taken on Art- 
icle 24 of the April, 1985 town 
meeting. That article gave the re- 
development authority jurisdic 
lion over areas bordering on Rt. 38 
beginning at the Wilmington/ 
Woburn town line and continuing 
northerly to the Wilmington/ 
Tewksbury line. It also gave juris 
diction over the “so-called town 
center" and areas bordering Rt.129 
beginning at the Wilmington/ 
Reading town line and moving west 
to the 129/38 intersection by Low- 
ell Street. 

The issue came to a head Monday 
when Selectman Jim Stewart claim- 
ed the town center project is "dead" 
andthe town has lost its "battle" to 
improve the traffic situation on 
Main Street and revitalize Wil- 
mington Square. Stewart urged his 
board to let the voters decide whe- 
ther it was worthwhile to continue 
improvement efforts. He also said 
his action was not meant to detract 
from the "fantastic" jeb done thus 
far by the redevelopment 
authority. 

In a previous meeting, Stewart 
proposed taking $200,000 from the 
WRA and using the money to save 
town jobs. Fellow sclectmen Ches- 
ter Bruce and Michael McCoy 
backed Stewart's proposal.

Chairman Robert Cain said he 
was under the impression the town 
center project was still alive, He 
explained that state officials said 
the bridge replacement project 
could be tied in to revitalization 
work. In fact, WRA members are 
currently working on a fifth lane 
design, with the state's blessing, to 
ease traffic congestion at 
Wilmington Square once the new 
Burlington Avenue bridge is in 
place. They have said, however, 
this solution isn't as good as their 
Original Alternative Three 
Proposal to improve traffic for at 
least 20 years. 

Aluman said Monday the only le- 


gal action selectmen could take was 
to put a non-binding referendum 
question on the ballot asking voters 
what they would like to see happen 
with the WRA and approximately 
$480,000 left in its account. 
Altman explained the WRA is 
similar to an independent 
corporation and can only be 
dissolved by a majority vote of its 
five members. Stewart noted he 
was not looking to dissolve that 
board. 

Stewart made the motion to res- 
cind the 1985 town meeting vote. 
He said he hoped this action would 
force the WRA to come to his 
board to "work things out." 


Town center 
project still alive

The town center project is "still 
alive" according to Jay Donovan, 
chairman of the Wilmington Rede- 
velopment Authority. Donovan 
said Tuesday the DPW has given 
his board the green light to proceed 
with a fifth lane proposal to im- 
prove traffic flow on Main Street 
and on the town's revitalization 
project, which will be funded 
under urban systems as long as it 
receives town support. The only 
real question was whether the 
authority's plan would be 
compatible to the DPW bridge 
replacement project, Donovan 
said. 

In an. interview with this paper, 
the chairman reacted calmly to 
attempts by Wilmington sclectmen 
to rescind the board's jurisdiction 
over Wilmington Square 

"I think there has been some mis- 
representation about the project by 
Jim Stewart and the public needs to 
be assured the project is still alive

funds in the WRA account will be 
used for the Burlington Avenue 
bridge project and related traffic 
and center improvements. 

The chairman also explained that 
members of his board have tried to 
cooperate with selectmen by visit- 
ing their board numerous times in 
the past, making copies of their 
minutes available to the board, and 
agreeing to give $110,000 as a gift 
to the town, In return, only chair- 
man Bob Cain has paid a visit to 
their meetings despite invitations to 
all officials. 

Donovan said his board is pre- 
sently seeking to erect a temporary 
Bailey Bridge at Wilmington 
Square to alleviate detour and 
other problems while work 
proceeds on the Burlington Avenue 
bridge. He said he spoke to DPW 
Commissioner Jane Garvey that 
morning and was told to have the 
WRA work in conjunction with 
engineer Peter Donahue on the 
temporary bridge. 

While the bridge design proposed 
by the DPW shows a nine percent 
grade approaching the bridge, said 
Donovan, WRA consultant Bruce 
Campbell's design shows only a 
seven percent grade, which seems 
to be more acceptable 

Donovan plans to visit the board 
of selectmen after April 12 to 
explain his board's recommen- 
dation on the Bailey Bridge. Dono- 
van invited all selectmen to his next 
meeting April 12 to learn more 
about the activities of the authority.

Police seek chang 


in truck exclusion

Safety Officer Bobby Shelley was 
present at Monday's selectmen's 
meeting to advise the board of a 
potential safety hazard by Wil- 
mington's North Intermediate 
School. 

Under the truck exclusion posted 
for Salem Street, trucks are only 
allowed to make a left tum onto 
Middlesex Avenue and go past the 
North Intermediate School to reach 
Rt. 93. Selectmen had felt that 
forcing truckers to go around two 
taffic islands on Middlesex and 
taking other turns might make the 
drivers choose to travel on main 
streets such as Rt. 38 instead of on 
Salem Street. 

Shelley said he would prefer that 
trucks be allowed to make a right 
turn at the end of Salem Street to 
go past Coombs Furniture and to 
Rt. 62. He said a "dangerous situ- 
ation" is being created by the 
school with congestion from buses, 
trucks, and cars. In addition, he 
said, the turns around the islands 
increase the chances of a traffic 
accident happening at that location. 
Shelley said the chief of police is 
concerned, too, with liability in 
case a child gets hurt by the school. 

Tony Capuano, who played a 
large part in the truck exclusion 
issuc, reminded sclectmen they had 


agreed to the route. He claimed 
there could be no changes at this 
time. Chairman Bob Cain disa- 
greed, saying his board only 
agreed to a trial period. 

An angry Capuano told the board 
truckers don't use the street during 
school hours despite a traffic count 
which found 63 trucks using Salem 
Street during the day. Capuano 
argued that few if any of the trucks 
are over the 10 ton limit or in 
violation of the truck exclusion. 
The exclusion, he said, has been 
“working fine." 

Chester Bruce said he supports 
the exclusion but not at the cost of a 
child's life. Michael McCoy asked 
his board to monitor the situation a 
little longer and not make a quick 
decision. 

At one point, Capuano accused 
some selectmen of protecting the 
interests of certain trucking com- 
panies and stated he could prove 
that this is the reason it took nearly 
two years to agree on a truck ex- 
clusion. 

"Then state it and prove it, Mr, 
Capuano,” said Jim Stewart, adding 
that selectmen have an obligation to 
address the safety concerns of the 
police department. 

The issue was tabled until the next 
meeting of the board. 


Town addresses 
safety concerns

Wilmington administrators last 
week sought approval from the 
state Department of Public Works 
to rectify a safety problem by Roc- 
co's Restaurant. 

Proprictor Rocco DePasquale 
told selectmen at a previous meet- 
ing he was concerned with the 
number of accidents which seem to 
occur at the entrance to his restau- 
rant. He said accidents result when 
northbound vehicles turn left into 
his parking lot and often collide 
with cars traveling in the right 
hand lane. 

In a letter to the DPW, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
requested permission to relocate 


the curb line on Main Street 
between Wiser Avenue and the 
restaurant at town expense. Plans 
call for extending the curb line six 
feet from the existing line for 
approximately 190 feet. As a 
temporary safety measure, 
Stapezynski added, the town plans 
to replace the barrels once located 
by Rocco's or install Jersey 
barriers while the DPW reviews 
the request. 

According to statistics, there have 
been nine reported accidents by the 
restaurant since traffic lights at the 
129/38 intersection were installed. 
Seven of those took place between 
July and September, before the 
barrels were in place.

A disputed area on a Dorchester

Because 
of this initial disturbance, it was 
hard to tell where the wetlands 


‘begin and end. 

On Wednesday, Nelson's engi- 
neer Michael Rosati said it was 
impossible to determine if a ditch 
had been excavated in wetlands, He 
said when he and others tried to 
make a determination by aeriel 
photographs, it looked like the 
work just went up to the edge of the 
wetland area. Nelson added that a 
former conservation commission 
member felt the area in question 
did not affect the wetland. 

In a memo, commissioner Gary 
Mercer said he had walked the 
property and felt the wetlands had 
been disturbed and should be 
restored or replicated. The hearing 
was continued to April 18.

$5,000 for child care; medical care 
limits are usually lower. There's 
one drawback: whatever is not used 
during the year is forfeited. 

New rules will make it a little 
tougher for employers; they will 
have to lay out money for 
reimbursement of medical 
expenses if employees have not yet 
contributed enough to cover them, 

Starting this year, parents can use 
either the employer sponsored 
child care of the basic tax credit for 
what they spend, but not both. In 
either case, the caregiver's Social 
Security number must be reported 
to IRS. Only children up to age 13 
are covered.

Hard questions asked 
at public hearing

Some hard questions were raised 
at a joint public hearing Tuesday 
night. The hearing was the first of 
two to be held on the annual town 
meeting warrant, The second part 
slated for tomorrow night (Thurs- 
day) will cover the budget and 
capital expenses. 

Most of the questions asked by a 
small turnout of Wilmington resi- 
dents concerned the definition of a 
limited food service establishment 
and the proposed groundwater 
protection bylaw. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said his board was sponsoring Ar- 
ticle 18 in order "to fill a loophole" 
that exists in the current bylaw. He 
said he and others spend too many 
hours arguing with owners of fried 
chicken and pizza chains, and re- 
sidents and their lawyers over the 
distinction between a retail store, 
deli, and a restaurant. Even though 
a limited food service estab- 
lishment (a facility with a seating 
capacity of 0 to 49 people) seems to 
be covered in the bylaw by 
omission, Erickson said there was a 
need for clarification. The director 
added that the facility would be 
allowed by special permit in high 
density business, general indus- 
trial, and industrial park zones, 
though these can be amended on 
town meeting floor. 

Planner Carole Hamilton tried to 
pin Erickson down to the type of 
food allowed under the proposed 
definition, She said she hoped the 
bylaw wouldn't put such uses as a 
bakery or grocery in a more res- 
trictive category. Erickson said 
that wasn't his intention, Some 
confusion ensued as Hamilton and 
others sought further clarification 
of the impact of the law. The 
discussion and confusion carried 
over to Article 34, which seeks to 
add ice cream to the definition of a 
retail store. Attorney David 
McBride said his client David 
Barrett wants to open an ice cream 
parlor at 101 Main Street but 
would be prohibited under the 
current law. 

IEP Attorney Chris Clark 
reviewed the proposed ground- 
water protection bylaw as outlined 


in Article 22. He said some uses 
would be prohibited altogether and 
others would be allowed only by 
special permit. Under the permit 
process, the board of appeals 
would only grant a permit to an 
applicant if they don't make the 
groundwater worse. He added 
water commissioners have decided 
to delete a wetlands exclusion from 
the bylaw on the floor of town 
meeting. Planning board chairman 
Dave Clark said he doesn't support 
the deletion since today many 
people buy homes without 
realizing they are in a vegetated 
wetland area. The exclusion would 
have forced developers to exclude 
wetlands when they determine 
their minimum lot size. 

Barbara Sullivan told town of- 
ficials the League of Women Vo- 


ters has some concerns With the 
Process followed, especially since 
promised public hearings to edu- 
cate citizens never took place. She 
noted there were "significant" dif- 
ferences among town boards on the 
draft bylaw's effectiveness. She 
said the league is concerned that the 
special permit granting authority is 
the board of appeals, which is only 
a three member board. 

Marilyn Chalifour wanted to 
know how the bylaw would affect 
the average homeowner and was 
told there would be no effect since 
homes presently in the ground- 
water district would be grand- 
fathered in. Any other existing uses 
would also be grandfathered in. 
Some, like Leon Chalifour and 
planner Nancy Stouffer, suggested 
there was a need for further study 
before bringing the bylaw to the 
voters. 


Case could impact 
halls, clubhouses 


A case before the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
(ABCC) could have impact on the 
operation of function halls and 
clubhouses run by fratérnal 
organizations. 

The case, involving the Woburn 
Sons of Italy, has been reported in 
the Daily Times-Chronicle. The 
club's liquor license was suspended 
after a fight at a wedding. The case 
was appealed to the ABCC. 

At issue is whether a club can rent 
its hall to the public and serve alco- 
holic beverages to non-members. 

The article quotes George Mc- 
Carthy, chairman of the ABCC, as 
saying that non-members cannot go 
in off the street and rent a club hall 
and be served alcohol. 

It is common practice for many 
clubs to supplement their income 
by renting their halls for functions, 
such as weddings, parties and 
dances. 

The ABCC chairman made it 
clear that he did not want to spoil 


anyone's wedding plans, but he said 
that the law must be adhered to. 

The hearing was held because of a 
fight that occurred at the Woburn 
hall last September. 

McCarthy said that the ABCC 
has closed over 30 clubs in the past 
year for operating just the way the 
club did in Woburn. 

And how would such a ruling 
affect clubs in Wilmington? 

According to one local attorney, 
Wilmington had a special act of the 
legislature, allowing the selectmen 
to issue a license the Knights of 
Columbus and other clubs, as long 
as there is seating for 100 persons. 

One person involved with a club 
in a nearby town said that the club 
has taken note of the law. The 
procedure that many clubs follow 
is to be sure to have a club member 
represent a group secking to rent 
the hall. In many cases, it is 
possible to find a person who is a 
member of both the club and the 
renting group.

The coalition of neighbors who descended upon five 
selectmen and a town manager Monday evening carried a 
message of legitimate frustration provoked by a painful lack of 
planning and foresight on the part of local government in 
Wilmington. 

At issue is the fallout from the closing of one way of traffic 
over the Burlington Avenue bridge and the resulting increase in 
cars using Butters Row. Residents from that neighborhood were 
united with people from the Burlington Avenue area who would 
gladly sacrifice their recent traffic decrease for a fully- 
operational bridge accessible to fire apparatus. 

While these two areas are most directly affected by the Center 
bridge crisis, all commuters are feeling the pinch while 
searching for unconventional ways to beat the traffic logjam.

The answer is that, despite the overwhelming presence of 


public support, a political consensus for Center renovation has & 


been obviously absent over the past few years. And, while 
residents at Monday evenings sclectmens' meeting may have § 


been compelled to kick themselves over the fact that things have & 


been so badly botched, they should aim their feet elsewhere

Tewksbury Town Meeting articles 


by Bill Conlon 

The warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in Tewksbury has not 
yet been finalized, but some of the articles are worth discussion. A 
final copy of the warrant, with all articles numbered, will be sent 
to registered voters in Tewksbury, but as yet the articles are only 
partially numbered. However, since the articles are brough up for 
discussion by random drawing, the numbers don't really matter. 

To save time at the town mecting, it is worthwhile to outline the 
articles, and review them in advance, to cut down on di: ns. 
In the coming wecks, the more controversial warrant articles will 
be reviewed here. 

--- Removal of R10 and R20 zoning --- 

The Master Zoning Plan Committee convinced town meeting 
voters last year to approve different residential districts, from the 
small R10 zone (to allow houses on 10,000 square foot lots that 
have sewer available) up to the R80 (two acre lot) zones. None of 
the new districts were used, but they were established for the day 
when a Master Zoning Plan is drawn up. Work is still underway. 

Residents who attended the neighborhood meetings held by the 
Master Zoning Plan Committee spoke strongly in support of one- 
acre zoning in town. Whenever a show of hands w ked, the 
vote was always in favor of keeping the current one-acre zoning, 
often unanimous. In all the hearings, only one resident voted to 
throw out acre zoning. 

In response, the Master Zoning Plan Committee is asking voters 
to remove the previously-approved districts for R10 and R20. The 
smallest legal house lot in town would remain one-acre, or R40 
under the new system. 

The Master Zoning Plan Committee wanted to apply R10 and 
R20 districts to the crowded South Tewksbury area, among others, 
where one-acre lots are nearly non-existent. The dreaded Oakland 
Plan of 1907 split part of south Tewkbury into plots more suitable 


to a cemetery than a subdivision, and the appeals board 1s otten 
called upon to authorize existing houses built on the postage-stamp 
lots. The R10 and R20 districts were meant to address that hassle. 

Instead, the zoning committee has yielded to public sentiment and 
is asking to take R10 and R20 off the books. Would R10 and R20 
have helped, at least by lessening the load of the appeals board? We 
may never know. 

Fire alarm maintenance and "false alarm" fines --- 

This article, if approved by the town voters and later by the AG, 
would attach fees and fines to fire alarms. Homes and businesses 
install their own alarm systems, which are then tied into the town 
fire alarm network. Fire Chief Tom Ryan said the town is required 
to fix the alarm lines, which are attached to utility poles, and those 
repairs are entirely paid by the town. 

The article, if passed, would establish an annual maintenance fee 
for fire alarm users, which would defray repair costs, 

Included in the article, however, is a schedule of fines for false 
alarms, with fines increasing with the frequency of false calls. 
Ryan said that older fire alarm systems frequently fail, and trigger, 
and the town wastes its engines and manpower on the accidental 
trips. Establishing fines for false alarms, Ryan said, would prompt 
the alarm owners to check and replace faulty systems, for a savings 
to both parties. 

--- Flanagans seek reimbursement --- 

At an earlier town meeting, Ed and Barbara Flanagan received 
compensation from the voters for their costs incurred in suing the 
board of appeals over the Disabled American Veteran's club on 
Pond Street. Town officials grumbled that the earlier payment 
could set a dangerous precedent. Well, the DAV issue still hasn't 
been settled, and the Flanagans (and RORNA -- the Restore our 
Residential Neighborhood Association) are back. 

This article is certain to generate lengthy discussion, especially in 
light of the town's dismal financial picture.

Undermining the 
redevelopment authority

With the exception of the recently formed Strategic 
Management Committce, Wilmington seems to have a history of 
reacting to problems rather than planning ahead 

Witness the failure of the town to exercise its right of first 
refusal on property owned by the Chisholm family on Hopkins 
Street. Instead of purchasing the 40 or so acres for sale for 
recreation use or open space so all residents could enjoy the view 
by the Shawsheen River, town officials missed the boat and stood 
by as controversy swirled around the property for the past few 
years. 

Witness the failure of the town and residents of Butters Row to 
do anything with the Butters Row bridge. Instead of accepting 
state plans to replace the bridge with a safer, two-way structure, 
neighbors were fearful of increasing traffic which would 
negatively affect their quality of life and spoke out against the 
project. Today, some of those same people are reacting to traffic 
and safety problems in their neighborhood caused by restricting 
traffic on another nearby bridge. 

Witness the fact that the town had a chance to do something with 
Wilmington Town Center in the form of Alternative Three and, 
thanks to political in-fighting, petty jealousy, and 
bchind-the-scenes power plays, delay was the order of the day. 
Now, the bridge replacement project and any chance at making 
the center a vital commercial area is at a standstill because of a 
lack of funds, 

Perhaps the most short-sighted action in recent years is a move 
by Jim Stewart and some of the board of selectmen to try to 
undermine the Wilmington Redevelopment Authority. Ata time 
when the authority finally has the support of state DPW 
Commissioner Jane Garvey forthe revitalization of town center 
(outlined in a letter dated June 20,1989) and the blessing of 
District Engineer Peter Donohue for a traffic improvement plan 
at Wilmington Square, selectmen are secking to take away both

The $800,000 question

Town officials in Wilmington are wrestling with a state decision 
which will force town officials to cut $800,000 from the town 
budget for the coming year. 

The decision by the Mass. Dept. of Revenue (DOR) centers 
around two overrides of Prop. 2totalling $7.75 million 
approved by voters in 1984 and 1986. The town applied for state 
assistance, and the state School Building Assistance Bureau 
(SBAB) reimbursed the town for 60 percent of the cost of the 
renovations, 

The question raised by the DOR is whether the town must 
reduce the amount approved under the Prop. 2 1/2 override by 
the amount of the state reimbursement. The town did not, and its 
figures were approved every year for five years. But last year the 
question was raised in relation to another town, and revenue 
officials began to check on towns that had accepted SBAB grants. 

The DOR told local officials that they would not have to revise 
the books on the years gone by, but that this year and for several 
years hence, the town’s tax levy, the amount it can collect in real 
estate taxes, must be reduced by the amount equal to the bond 


payments on that 60 percent SBAB grant. This year, it is 
$800,000. 

A budget reduction of $800,000 is not easily achieved, 
especially in a year when the town has already been hit by a 
reduction in state aid as well as drop in "new growth" in the real 
estate market. There will be reductions in services across the 
board, and a great many people are going to lose their jobs. For 
an idea of how many jobs you can fund with $800,000, divide it 
by $25,000. 

At this point, voters cannot make the decision whether they want 
that $800,000 as a tax cut or if they want it to remain in the town 
budget. Selectmen have been reluctant to put the question on the 
ballot, fearing defeat from the strong anti-tax sentiment that exists 
in Massachusetts these days 

The irony of the matter is that itdoes not represent an increase 
from last year's taxes. This money has been in the budget for the 
past five years, and will not represent a painful tax increase. 

But before the voters can decide this one, the selectmen must 
decide to let them:

the board's funds and jurisdiction. 

Some selectmen are going around saying the town center project 
is dead. In fact, that project is very much alive. The 
redevelopment authority is the only local board working to ease 
traffic congestion on one of the busiest streets in town. They. have 
used their own funds, as is their right, to hire an executive 
director with a knowledge of similar projects and a consultant 
who formerly worked for the state DPW. The consultant has 
come up with traffic studies and designs to meet Wilmington's , 
needs. Both he and the executive director have fought hard to 
convince state and town officials to put the plans into effect. 

If voters succeed in taking both the funds and authority away 
from the WRA, the big loser will be all of us. If we don't address 
our own traffic problems now, no one else will do it for us in the 
future, least of all the state. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman stated Monday the town doesn't 
have the right to take funds away from the WRA. He said he plans 
to draw up a “very broad article” giving the voters options and 
requesting the transfer of funds. The vote will likely be in the 
form of a non-binding vote. So what will have been 
accomplished? 

The proposed article will only serve to penalize the 
redevelopment authority for being able to balance its books. It 
will also go to prove that volunteering your time to help the town 
is a thankless task. 

The thinking of the selectmen is that the money in the WRA 
account would be better spent in saving jobs. No one can argue the 
fact that saving jobs is a noble cause, especially when so many of 
our employees and relatives could be laid off or demoted in the 
year ahead No one likes to sce loyal employees cut from the 
payroll, least of all this reporter. But rather than react to an 
immediate problem by hurting the one board that can help us in 
the future, wouldn't it be wiser to take the long view?

1. Southbound traffic proceeds as 
present sequence allows. 

2. Northbound traffic making a 
left turn onto the Cain Bridge is 
stopped as present sequence allows, 

3. With the aforementioned 
modification to the traffic signal, 
northbound traffic proceeding 
straight forward on right hand lane 
could proceed if the control signal 
had the respective green arrow 
allowing the traffic to do so. 

I feel that the present excessive 
traffic situation northbound would 
be greatly alleviated if this signal 
modification was implemented,

be expected to provide them. The latest statistics tell us there are 419 Wilmington households in need of 


going up Woburn Street to service the area of development on Ballardvale Street as the water and sewer lower cost homes for rental and purchase. 


commissioners had planned, Because of the decision 
made by HAC, Cunningham Street will have to serve 
Arlene Avenue and other easterly streets and also serve 
the project off Ballardvale Street. This will certainly 
create havoc with the Water and Sewer Commissioner's 
plan and could prove to be very costly for the taxpayers 
of Wilmington. 

It is decisions like this that make people angry about 
the lack of control we have over some developments 
being built with additional density also being allowed. 
There is a petition for a re-hearing with the Housing 
Appeals Committee on this particular development. 

Lawmakers have made some modification of the anti- 
snob zoning act (Chapter 774). Under the new regula- 
tions, communities will be able to count projects that are 
not subsidized with state or federal monies towards the 
state’s 10% requirement of affordable units. 

The town that has demonstrated substantial perform- 
ance in building affordable housing would be given a 
state certificate of performance for it’s local housing 
plan. 

If Wilmington does not make the effort to provide 
affordable housing, it will remain subject to the current 
rules, Local officials are concerned that the new regula- 
tions are only regulations and not a change of the law 
(774). Therefore, it can easily be reversed. The local 
officials will have to continue for a change in the law 
and we should be supportive of them. 

Affordable housing is here to stay and we definitely 
need more leverage than we have now to help prevent 
another IMG development.

Whether we like it or not, the state requires each community to be responsible for acquiring 10% affordable homes for low and moderate 
income families. I do believe we are making an honest effort towards this goal, but apparently the Housing Appeals Committee does not agree. 
I know from talking to many of you that there is great concern for the negative impact the Investors Management Group (IMG) development 
will have on all-of us. We have all the traffic we can handle now. I do not believe Wilmington residents should be responsible for “any” costs 
incurred by this development. If they can’t afford to pay the full cost, then they shouldn’t be allowed to build at all. 
We will have to continually address this type of problem as long as Chapter 774 remains on the books or we meet our 10% quota. 
The Board of Selectmen are our representatives. They need our input to do their job effectively. 


The Wilmington Community Development Corpo- 
ration (W.C.D.C.) a non-profit organization estab- 
lished to concentrate on the development of affordable 
housing have already made one home a reality on 
Everett Avenue. By transferring town owned land to 
the W.C.D.C, members were able to obtain a mortgage 
which enabled the affordable home to be built. The 
bonus for whoever purchases the property is that 25 
students who are involved in the home building pro- 
gram at the Shawsheen Tech are the builders. We all 
know what a terrific job they do. 

The home will be sold to the W.H.A. for a rental if 
state funding is available, otherwise it will most likely 
be sold to a low or moderate income Wilmington 
family through the lottery conducted by the Affordable 
Housing Task Force. Members of W.C.D.C. will be 
working with the task force to see if recently catalogued 
land could be developed through the corporation. The 
town has established a list of land available for afford- 
able housing and other purposes. 

Wewillbe better able to deny unsuitable projects that 
have been proposed under Chapter 774 if we show we 
are working towards building our own affordable units 
through the non-profit W.C.D.C., the affordable task 
force or the housing authority. 


A good example of an unsuitable project is the 
Investor’s Management Group plans for a 204 afford- 
able unit rental apartment complex off Ballardvale 
Street behind the North Intermediate School. The 
Housing Appeals Committee has directed the local 
board of appeals to issue a comprehensive permit to 
IMG because they felt the board of appeals has been 
unreasonable and not consistant with local needs.

1 would just like to comment on 
the Wilmington School 
Committee's recent decision to 
eliminate Project Enterprise, this 
town's only program for the 
special needs of its gifted and 
talented youth. The Wilmington 
school system has many programs 
designed to help students with 
special needs and only one for 
gifted and talented children. 
Special needs covers a wide range 
of children and unfortunately those 
children at the far end of the 
spectrum are in danger of being 
forgotten about once again, If this 
system doesn't provide challenges 
for our bright students in he grades 
where no honor courses are 
offered, we'd better be prepared to 
lose a few along the way. Is this 
what the residents of Wilmington 
want? 

Shouldn't our school system keep 
in mind the interests of all of our 
children and provide them the 
opportunity to reach their full 
potential? If this program is 
eliminated, there is no other 
program to challenge these 
children, This is unatceptable. 
What is even more disturbing is 
that the decision to eliminate this 
program was already made before 
the director of Project Enterprise, 
Mr. Connolly, was able to present 
arguments for maintaining the 
program to the school committee. 

This is nota new program. It has 
been around for over 12 years and 
affects almost 100 children every 
year. It exposes these children to 
subjects not available in their 
regular classes. These children 
have the potential to do wonderful 
things with their own lives and for 
the community. Unfortunately, 
they won't be getting any help or 
encouragement from their school 
system. A system that offers 
nothing will get nothing in return 
and eventually these children will 
take their talents elsewhere, I hope 
the school committee members will 
give careful thought to their 
decisions and consider the welfare 
of the students whose interests they 
represent.

Blacbrough said the contamina- 
tion could have three possible 
explanations: it could have been 
present when ICI Resins purchased 
the property in 1966; it could be 
from an unreported spill; or, most 
likely, it could be present in small 
pockets since it rises and falls with 
the groundwater. 

The spokesman explained that 
any chemicals used by the company 
are stored in bulk, transferred by 
pipe- line, and are only used within 
the building. He said if there had 
been a , it would have been 
detected. The Department of 
Environmental Protection has 
already been notified of the matter 
but has yet to respond, said 
Blacbrough, adding that consult- 
ants from A. have developed a 
plan of investigation which 
includes borings and a test well. 

ICI Resins representatives asked 
Wednesday that construction on the 
sewer line be allowed to move 


‘ 
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forward while the investigation is 
underway. Commissioners were 
reluctant to grant the request be- 
cause they feared the work could 
spread the contamination and pre- 
vent investigators from finding the 
source of the problem. At this 
point, said commissioner John 
White, there is no contamination of 
the town's drinking water since the 
town well is "a good half mile 
away. 
“At this point the onus is on you 
to make sure this gets resolved 
properly. We're not trying to be 
unreasonable," said Tom Roussell. 
“I don't want to have sleepless 
nights," added Dennis Poltrino, 
who pointed out he'd rather be 
conservative since the board is 
dealing with a public water supply. 
Commissioners asked for a copy 
of the letter to DEP, the written 
test results, and other vital 
information before making a final 
decision.

Returning to life -- it's spring

This is the time of growth, of the 
annual ritual of coming back to life 
after a long, dreary winter. Spring 
is a most amazing time, particularly 
in New England. We have a livelier 
spring than most areas of the U.S., 
probably because more living things 
are forced to hide from Old Man 
Winter. 

Spring plants are popping up all 
over the place, First the crocus will 
bloom, usually along the house wall 
that faces south, then around the rest 
of the yard. The crocus blooms and 
wilts, and we don't sce it again until 
next spring. I'm still not sure how 
the crocus is able to disappear in the 
summer months, but it's out there in 
the yard, somewhere. 

Other blooms are coming along, 
with daffodils and jonquils next, and 
iris blossoms swelling. The flowers 
of spring are amazing. 

During my years of working in the 
Utah desert, the only thing marking 
spring was the blossoming of the 
desert. Huge sagebrush flats, which 
are dead brown all summer, come 
alive in the spring, literally covered 
with tiny flowers of all: colors. It 
was the prettiest season in the desert. 

Though this has been a cold spring 
for the most part, other plants are 
still enjoying the dawn. Maple sap is 
climbing up out of the roots, and 
thousands of trees are carrying taps, 
to collect the juice. Maple sap is litle 
more than slightly-sweetened water, 
but we all know what comes of it 
when the water is boiled out. Stick a 
maple tree and it oozes for hours. 

The deer, finally, are able to leave 
their winter yards, where starving 
to death is a very real possibility. In 
the final weeks of last deer season, a 
friend found a deer yard, quite by 
accident. It was surprising that the 

idecr had "yarded up" before the end 
of the hunting season, but then it was 
a pretty rough winter. 

Deer, you see, are unable to walk 
in deep snow. They bog down in the 
thick stuff, immobilizing them and 
making them easy kills for predators 


such as neighborhood dogs. Yes, the 
little dog in your neighborhood kills 
deer for a hobby. 

The dogs can run on top of the 
snow, but the deer can't. 

Also, the deer pick a yard that will 
offer some kind of food supply, no 
matter how thin it gets by February. 
Before the snow melts, they'll eat 
the bark off trees, which offers little 
or no nutrition at all. Winter is very 
hard on deer. Murderously hard. 

Anyway, Mike was hiking along 
the back slope of a ridge, when he 
jumped a small herd. Walking up to 
investigate, he found there were no 
tracks leading in, only those leading 
out. The deer had gathered in the 
"yard" carly to ride out the snowy 
winter. 

At last the deer are free again, to 
roam around in search of food, and 
to bear the fawns produced during 
last year's rut. 


Now that the ice is gone, pickerel 
and pike are enjoying their annual 
rites of reproduction. Members of 
the Esox family spawn very early in 
the season, literally within days of 


ice out, which might explain why 
they feed so heavily under the ice. 
Pickerel are scarce in summer, but 
they feed like bonfires all winter. 
They must be storing up energy for 
the activity of the spring spawn. 

Other critters are still asleep, and 
the awakening of spring holds little 
appeal for them. Frogs and turtles 
are still hibernating in the pond mud 
and won't come out for weeks yet. 
The litle "spring peeper" frogs are 
out, however, so it is now officially 
spring. 

My second indicator of spring also 
appeared recently. The lawn is full 
of earthworm "castings" made as the 
nightcrawlers poke up through the 
now-thawed dirt. The appearance of 
spring robins is nothing compared 
to spring peepers and earthworm 
castings, as an indication of spring. 

So what if the official astronomical 
start of spring came last week, at the 
exact second of the Vernal Equinox, 
when day and night were of equal 
length. 

The spring peepers and the maples 
know when spring arrives. Listen to 
them instead of the weatherman,

“This is the first showing in 
Massachusetts of ‘See Me, Share 
My World,’” says Reading Direc- 
tor of Art Sue Wheltle, who has 
been “negotiating and finding 
funding” since last spring when 
the show - a global education pro- 
ject of the Foster Parents Plan - 
came to her attention through 
Reading art specialist Bill 
Nicklasson’s contacts at the 

husetts Global Education 
Program, 

“This is also its first appearance 
in a public li 

The exhibition invites young- 
Sters to compare their immediate 
lives to those of children in 
Honduras, Colombia, Sierra 
Leone, India, Indonesia, and 
Thailand. “Teaching activities in 
the schools will involve learning 
about countries through the 
show,” says Wheltle. “The stu- 


dents will be creating artwork and 
recording their ideas about their 
own daily lives.” 

The show consists of six the- 
matic units, linked under the 
broad topic “The Daily Life of the 
Child.” The units contain chil- 
dren’s artwork, documentary pho- 
tographs and text designed to 
address the themes of education, 
food, health, economics, culture 
and “developing country defini- 
tions.” 

Understanding the Third World 
through children’s eyes and art- 
work is‘a major goal of Foster 
Parents Plan, a nonprofit, nonpo- 
litical, nonsectarian, international 
organization determined to give 
“help so complete, it touches a 
child for life”; touching today 
more than 425,000 children - and 
their families. The US Agency for 
International Development - in 
addition to various educational, 
cultural and corporate institutions 
- has provided FFP financial and 
technical support. 

“While the exhibition is in 
Reading,” says Wheltle, “teachers 
will focus on art as an internation- 
al language and on other global 
education activities,” 


The “multidisciplinary” teach- 
ing unit - designed as an entry 
point and reference for classroom 
activities - aims to introduce chil- 
dren to their connections with the 
Third World; provide understand- 
ing of the conditions of hunger 
and poverty in developing coun- 


tries; promote multicultural 
understanding; and demonstrate 
art as an expression of different 
societal conditions and values. 

Related activities employ such 
teaching strategies as discussion, 
simulation, games, role-playing, 
and the use of community 
resources. Related curriculum 
areas encompass economics, 
geography, health, and language 
development. 

By the year 2000, 80 percent of 
the world’s population will be liv- 
ing in Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America, and the children’ who 
see this exhibit today will be 
young adults. “The degree to 
which they can understand, care 
about, and relate to this majority 
of the world’s inhabitants is being 
determined now, in our schools” 
sums up one viewer's reaction. 

The exhibit comes to Reading 
through the art department and 
with the enthusiastic support of 
teachers, administrators, custodi- 
ans, parents, the Townwide PTO, 
and other members of the commu- 
nily. 

Wheltle thanks director Susan

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‘Nuns on The Run’ 


Short Takes 


"Nuns on The Run" Starring 
Eric Idle, Robbie Coltrane, 
Camille Coduri. Written and 
directed by Jonathan Lynn 
Produced by Michael White. 
Rated PG-13, 

Sister Euphemia of the Five 
Wounds and Sister Inviolata of the 
Immaculate Conception are large, 
ugly nuns who look like men. 
That's because they are large, ugly 
men dressed as nuns, Actually, 
they are gangsters who duck into 
a nunnery, figuring no one will 
look for them there. 

This old chestnut of guys in 
drag sounds terribly silly, but in 
the hands of Monty Pythoner Eric 
Idle and British comedian Robbie 
Coltrane, the execution is much 
funnier than you'd expect. If any- 
thing, it’s a throwback to Idle's 
heydays in Python, as the idea of 
two guys hiding in a convent is 
ridiculous, but they take it so seri- 
ously you can't help but laugh. 

Idle and Coltrane play two 
English wiseguys who want out of 
the mob, but know their boss will 
never let them go. They decide to 
tip off a large cache of money 
from their boss, who has stolen 
the dough from a rival Asian 
gang. Both groups of men are 
furiously hunting them, as well as 
Idle's nearsighted girlfriend, 
played charmingly by Camille 
Coduri. 

Lite here is particularly new 
or inventive. Brits seem to love 
men dressed as women and a 
myopic waitress walking into a 
street lamp is hardly creative 
genius. The cleverness comes into 
play as we watch Idle don a wim- 
ple and try to explain the mystery 
of the Holy Trinity to a group of 
school girls by comparing it to a 
three-leafed clover. Or in Coltrane 
suddenly adopting a sense of reli- 
gion once his habit is in place. 

Another reason this simplistic 
tale works is that the supporting 
players are as interesting as the 
protagonists. The Sister Superior 
at the convent is one tough cookie 
who knows something is wrong. 
The local priest is a lecher and 
one of the nuns is a tippler who 
likes to play the ponies, 


Catholics, particularly those of 
us who attended parochial 
schools, should get a jolt writer/ 
director Jonathan Lynn's skewed 
look at the Church. He really lam- 
bastes all those little things about 
the religion, such as believing in 
tenets no one really understands, 
or the manner in which a lot of 
guys remember the sign of the 
cross. His sharp tongue, along 
with Idle and Coltrane's masterly 
performances, make this movie a 
whole lot more fun than the goofy 
title would suggest. 


SHORT TAKES 


Blue Steel is a simply dreadful 
police drama starring Jamie Lee 
Curtis as a new recruit who man- 
ages to hook up with a psycho- 
pathic serial killer her first day 
on the job. Director Kathryn 
Bigelow's distinctive style is wast- 
ed here, and Ron Silver is com- 
pletely miscast as the nutcake. 
The plot makes so little sense you 
have to wonder if anyone watched 
it before MGM decided to dis- 
tribute it. Rated R. * 

The Handmaid's Tale is a bone 
chilling look into the not-so-dis- 
tant future where a woman's only 
worth is as a childbearing vessel.

Is there a repair that should be 
done every year? " "Yes, s 
MacKay, "regripping." I can't 
over-cmphasize the importance of 
proper grips. Many players have 
problems with ball flight that are 
caused by grips thal are too large 
or too small." Not all golfers wear 
the same size golf glove, and not 
all golfers wear the same size golf 
shoes. It makes sense then that not 
all golfers should use the same 
size grip." 

"In The Rough" uses gripping 
as an example of its personalized 
service, "When we receive a club 
or a set of clubs for regripping, we 
begin by cleaning the heads and 
paint filling the numbers and 
stampings when possible.
